WASHINGTON. April I (fu-The 
United States tonight lifted its 
five-month-long ban on travel to 
Egypt. Israel, Syria and Jordan. 
At the same time. the State De­ 
partm ent authorized nearly 20# 
diplomats and foreign aid special­ 
ists, plus their dependents, to re­ 
turn to their posts in the four 
Middle East countries. 
The officials were pulled out, 
along with 2.300 private American 
citizens, from these countries aft­ 
er Israel attacked Egypt last Oct. 
29 
The travel ban was imposed two 
days afterward. 
A State Department spokesman 
in announcing the ending of travel 
restrictions, said it m eant this 
government believes that, barring 
unexpected developments, no new 
outbreak of fighting is in the oil­ 
ing in the Middle East. 
The State Departm ent said all 
Americans who now have pass­ 
ports stamped not valid for travel 
in Egypt, Syria, Jordan and Israel 
can have this restriction removed 
by sending or presenting their 
passports to the State Department,

Airman In The 
pilot's Chair 


For the first time an airman will hold the 
highest military post in the United S’ates. Gen. 
Nathan F. Twining, who will be chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff when Admiral Arthur W. 
Radfords 
second 
two-year 
term 
expires 
on 
August 15. is now Chief of Staff of the Air Force. 
His advancement is not expected to bring revolu­ 
tionary changes in U. S, military policy. General 
Twining began his military career as an infantry­ 
man in the Oregon National Guard, and he has 
never been the type of air officer who assumes 
that the Air Force is the be-all and end-all of 
things military. Moreover, he has had enough 
experience with inter-service operations to real­ 
ize the supreme importance of teamwork among 


the branches. 
It is true that under Admiral Radford U. S. 
military policy has been directed along a course 
that has caused the leadership of the Army to 
entertain some doubts. The decision to rely on 
nuclear weapons and push the development of 
guided m issiles has meant that the ground forces 
have had to get along with less than they have 
asked for in men and materiel. General Twining 
will not reverse the direction. 
But he will 
certainly listen to the A rm y’s case. 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff will continue to 
he a highly qualified, experienced, and hard­ 
working group of men when Admiral Radford 
leaves it. Admiral Arleigh A. Burke will serve 
another term as Chief of Naval Operations. Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor will continue as Chief of Staff 
of the Army. The new Air Force Chief of Staff, 
Gen. Thomas D. White, has a reputation as an 
energetic officer. 
T h ere Will! alw ays be d isa g re e m e n ts am ong 
men representing conflicting military views but 
these officers, who are charged with the defense 
of the republic, will not give less than their 
highly competent best.

David Bela*' oruM-d la ^erk realistic portrayal* 
of romantic theme*. 
Hut realism in the movie* 
and on television has been suffocated by the need 
for stereotypes so that there might be a speedy 
identification bv the viewer of the personality. 
A Hitchcock detective Is generally detected just 
as in a Western, the hero sits on a white horse. 


But simple, plain people are never really stereo­ 
typed, except perhaps by a dialect. The inhabitants 
of a public housing project look and dress and act 
I m alike than the inhabitants of a Park Avenue 
tenement of the rich. 
The latter all take on the 
current fashionable m annerisms; 
the former fight 
for individuality because that is what makes the 
big difference in their lives. They cull it personality. 
VS hen they say that such and such a one has per­ 
sonality. they mean that despite the austereness of 
proletarian live*, the person has achieved individu­ 
ality, that the person stands out. This Pad**'' r*«- «» 
risky manages to convey with keener perspicacity 
than most w riters today. 
There 
is 
another point 
about 
“ The 
Bachelor 
Party” that interested me sufficiently to write about 
it. Each generation makes its own life and accepts 
its own forms. For instance, when I was 16, a girl 
would not be found dead in the knee-length. white 
cotton, shapeless Moekings that current teen-agers 
bud fashionable. 
In those days, a high school girl 
wore a white middy-blouse, a full blue skirt, black 
stockings, neatly gartered 
She would have regarded 
the current styles as sloppy. 
These are not m atters of style only; these are 
characteristics of the mind of the times and youth 
is an excellent m easure of a generation because it 
is thus possible to project into the future. Certainly 
Die alcoholic abnormalities of the 1920's were not 
without their influence upon the spiritual depression 
of the 1930 s—a spiritual depression, the effects of 
which we feel today in the myriad confusions in both 
the public and family life of our times. 
So. for one who comes from another, a more peace­ 
ful and stable generation, it is interesting to watch the 
struggle for identity of the younger folks who today 
have all sorts of advantage.* except the one of stability. 
Paddy Chayefsky catches that in “ The Bachelor P arty” 
even better than in “ M arty.” for he has discovered the 
loneliness that can exist within a crowd. 


There is an inter-racial party somewhere in 
Greenwich Village, one of those bang-up affairs 
that John Kasper used to attend, the sam e Kasper 
who is now a fierce racialist. At this party is a girl 
who says she is from Vassar and who boasts of 
peccadilloes like a flapper in the 1920s. 
She is a 
frightfully lonely girl who can explain everything 
in life by the existentialism of Sartre, except her 
ft own loneliness which probably has no other ex- 
* planation than that she is at heart a decent, fine 
person who wants to appear wicked and awful and 
therefore has a confusion of her own. 
Before she 
will allow herself to be kissed, she asks the young 
man to say that he loves her even if he does not 
mean it. 


She really craves an ordinary m arried life, the 
kind that goes with a G.I. mortgage and two babies 
in three years, but she also wants to appear as though 
she needs four husbands and IO lovers like a dame who 
is trying to m ake “Confidential ” magazine. 
This 
character is brilliantly delineated and played. I do not 
remember the name of the actress, not being a movie 
critic, but only a viewer w ho'buys a ticket and sits 
in back to the chagrin of the teen-agers who like to 
neck in the rear of a house. What do they want with 
anyone of my generation in their preserves9

Apparently the Congress­ 
men did not know that we live 
in an atomic age. They knocked 
off $100,000 to revise the Cost 
of Living Index, something both 
m anagem ent and labor find ab­ 
solutely 
necessary 
in 
fixing 
wages. 
They knocked out $50,000 to 
hire three or four women in the 
Women's Bureau to study the 
employment of older women, a 
problem which has greatly in­ 
creased of late. 
The coalition 
shrewdly 
prompted 
Congress­ 
woman Bliteh of Georgia to m ake 
the motion cutting the Women's 
Bureau. 
And they knocked off $100,000 
for the Bureau of Veterans’ Re­ 
employment, an agency of great 
im portance 
to veterans, 
espe­ 
cially since the GI bill of rights 
is no more. 
As these important, but inex­ 
pensive Sterns were thrown into* 
the 
Congressional 
ashcan, 
not 
one Republican rose to cham ­ 
pion the budget of the Republi­ 
can adm inistration, Some of the 
Democrats stood up to defend 


Needed: A System For Naming Acting President 


VV ASHINGTON—No law passed 
by Congress under the present 
provisions of the Constitution can 
take care of the situation that 
would ensue if a President of the 
United States became disabled. 
It really requires an amendment 
to the Constitution to deal with 
the problem 
This is the conclusion -cached 
by the Attorney General and is 
the ba ms tor the message which 
President Eisenhower shortly will 
send to Congress asking that a 
Constitutional am endment cover­ 
ing the subject be adopted and 
submitted to the states for ratifi­ 
cation. 


The legal m ess thai would r e ­ 
sult if. as a consequence of an 
act of Congress, a commission 
should try to determ ine whether 
or not a president was disabled 
mentally, for example, can well 
be 
imagined. 
Lawsuits 
would 
em erge because laws signed by 
an “ Acting President” would be 
challenged in the courts as in­ 
valid. 
Article Two of the Constitution 
isn't at all clear. 
It says: “ In 
case of the removal of the Presi­ 
dent from office, or ol his death, 
resignation, or inability to dis­ 
charge the powers and duties of 
the said office, the sam e shall 
devolve on the Vice President, 
and the Congress may by law 
provide for the case of removal, 
death, resignation 
or 
inability, 
both of the President and Vice 
President, declaring what officer 
shall then act as President, and 
such officer shall act accordingly, 
until the disability be removed, 
or a President shall be elected.” 
The trouble with this article is 
that it doesn't define “ inability.” 
Nor does ii give Congress any 
power to fix Presidential succes­ 
sion except when both the Presi­ 
dent and Vice President die or

bolti — not just one — are dis­ 
abled. 
The idea has been advanced 
that Congress could pass a law 
providing for a commission con­ 
sisting of a bipartisan group of 
officials from the Executive and 
legislative branches of the gov­ 
ernment, with the Chief Justice

The theory has been 
that such a commission would be 
required by law to seek compe­ 
tent medical advice. 
But this i« an area in which a 
form of political discretion is in­ 
volved and. when Congress starts 
to legislate in that area without 
express authorization by the Con­ 
stitution, there can be plenty of 
legal obstacles interposed which 
might cause serious delays, if not 
a big crisis, some day in the 


operations of the whole govern­ 
ment 
The decision has been wisely 
reachtd, therefore by Mr. Eisen­ 
hower and his legal advisers that 
the best thing to do Is to get some 
kind of specified powers from the 
people through a Constitutional 
amendment. 
There will be no 
difficulty in setting up a system 
of succession, where there is a 
clear elimination of the Execu- 
tive, such as in the case of death, 
resignation or rem oval through 
impeachement. 
But how can the 
word “inability” be defined? 
lf 
it is left to a commission to de­ 
term ine. who shall be the mem­ 
bers9 
This is something that 
m ust he provided in the wording 
of the Constitutional am endment 
itself.

It is most important to find a 
way to validate the official action 
taken by an “ Acting President” 
who serves only “until the dis­ 
ability be removed.” so there can 
be no legal doubts raised as to 
any bills he might sign or any 
other acts he may perform in the 
interim of a President’s disabili­ 
ty. 
For when an “ Acting Presi­ 
dent” takes the oath as Presi­ 
dent, 
it 
must be crystal-clear 
whether he is to serve for the 
rem ainder of a President’s term 
or only for a period undetermined 
at the outset but which is left to 
a commission to determine defi­ 
nitely as the condition of a P resi­ 
dent develops one way or the 
other. 
In m any English-speaking coun­ 
tries, of course, such as Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand. England 
— in fact, wherever they have a 
parliam entary form of govern­ 
ment — the national legislative 
body can remove the Prim e Min­ 
ister at any time by a m ajority 
vote or leave it to the people to 
decide in a special election wheth­ 
er he shall remain or be replaced. 
This is the really flexible way 
to deal not only with the m ental 
or physical ill-health or disability 
of a President but also with any 
political ill-health he may eneoun- 
which he was originally elected.

sensible to give two-thirds of both 
House* of t ongress the right to 
select a President at any tim e 
he fails to win a vote of confi­ 
dence or else to submit the issue 
to the people to decide in an elec­ 
tion called immediately for that 
purpose.

But so far as the sick young­ 
ster is concerned, he might as 
well be quarantined. The little 
fellow is isolated and given peni­ 
cillin until he is well. 
Convalescence usually takes a 
minimum of seven days from the 
onset. Most of the tim e is spent 
in bed, even though the wonder 
drug reduces the tem perature to 
normal within a day or two and 
eliminates all streptococci from 
the nose and throat.

er a quarter of a century ago. 
Prom pt treatment minimizes the 
chances of developing inflamed 
ears, infected neck glands, rheu­ 
m atic fever, or Bright's disease. 
The outlook also is better. In 
1911 the death rate was 78.6 per 
100,00 population; now it is less 
than .05. This is medical pro­ 
gress at its best and it will be 
a great day when the sam e vic­ 
tory takes place over cancer and 
heart disease.

“The amendments offered dur­ 
ing the last three days have been 
without 
constructive 
evaluation 
of what damage they will do. 
In your hysteria you do not stop 
here. 
“ My friends on the other ‘Re­ 
publican! side of the aisle have 
been notably conspicuous by the 
anemic support they have given 
their leader, the President of the 
United States. 
“ The press has been carrying 
stories of tens of millions of 
dollars of savings. 
Now, let us 
set the record straight. 
Let us 
not fool the public and let us not 
fool ourselves. The greatest part 
of the so-called savings will not 
save 
the 
U.S. 
Treasury

cent.” 
He went on to point out that 
commitments had been m ade by 
the U.S. Government, in many 
cases to the individual 48 states.

Jonas, the only Republican from 
No th Carolina, moved to strike 
all money for additional inspec­ 
tors. He won by a m argin of one 
vole—though a roll-call vote will 
come up again today, at which 
tim e the House could reverse 
him. 
Jonas did not win, however, 
until 
after 
another Carolinian, 
Mendel Rivers, this one a Demo­ 
crat and rom Smith Carolina, 
went to bat for the Republican 
President s budget and for more 
protection for housewives. 
“ During the month of Febru­ 
ary,” 
Rivers 
s a i d . 
“ 271.000
